Jose State, the reigning Nation- 
al Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion track champion, threatens 
to sue the NCAA. 


The possibility of the unpre- 


cedented suit was raised Tues- 
day by acting San Jose State 
president Hobert W. Burns. He 
is protesting a one - year sus- 
pension from the NCAA track 
and field championships handed 
the Spartans. 


Both Burns and San Jose State 
track coach Bud Winter say the 
school has been treated unfair- 
ly by the national organization 
and that all their efforts to re- 
open the case have failed. 


Basically, the situation Is this. 


Last year, several San Jose ath- 
letes, Including John Carlos, 
participated in two meets run 
by the United States Track and 
Field Federation after being as- 
sured 
that the meets were 


sanctioned. 


Later, Winter said, he was 


amazed to be told that the 
meets had not been certified 
by the NCAA even though the 
USTFF was created by the NCAA 
In its war with the Amateur 
Athletic Union. 


San Jose was suspended, but 


none of the other schools that 
competed in either of the meets 
was penalized in any way, Win- 
ter said.

of engendering studies- at some 
later date- of the possible, con* 
trolled use of L-dopa as a treat* 
ment for frigidity and tmpo« 
tence." 


He stressed that, for the 


present, all neurologists are 
"fully occupied" with further 
exploring L-dopa's use against 
Parkinson's disease. 


O'Malley said researchers are 


aware of the possibility that If 
L-dopa becomes generally avail- 
able to the medical profession 
- in contrast to Its present sta* 
tus as an experimental drug- 
"hlpple-llke kids, always look- 
Ing for any kind of a new thrill" 
might try to get It by Improper 
means. 


"But anyone with such Inten* 


tlons," he said, "should be 
warned that L-dopa, while a 
very safe drug In skilled hands, 
Is a very dangerous drug In un- 
skilled hands." 


O'Malley told of the new find- 


ings in an Interview prior to the 
opening of a one-day sympo- 
sium on "The Pharmacology of 
L-dopa" being sponsored by 
Georgetown University School 
of Medicine with the financial 
support of Eaton Laboratories, 
Norwich, N.Y., one of the Amer- 
ican manufacturers of L-dopa. 


O'Malley's disclosure on L- 


dopa marks the second time In 
recent weeks that sclentsts have 
reported the discovery of appar- 
ently aphrodisiac chemicals.

Sunday sales of general mer-
